BRITISH  COLUMBIA  FOREIGN  EXPORTS- 

For  fiscal  year  ending-  .Mareli  jisl,  1908,  amounted  lo 
$23,941,187.  Some  of  tlie  items  were:  Gold  bearinjj  quarts. 
$4,838,123;  copper  matte,  $4,127,025;  coal,  $3,183,144;  silver, 
$1,296,334;  canned  salmon,  $2,871,781  ;  lumber  and  shingles, 
$1,594,272. 

On  the  other  hand  nearly  two  million  dollars  worth  of 
agricultural  products  were  imported  from  foreign  countries  and 
as  much  more  from  other  parts  of  Canada.  Referring  to  this 
the  Hon.  R.  O.  Tallow,  Minister  of  Finance  and  .Vgriculture.  in 
his  budget  speech  says:  "These  figures  include  such  items  as 
$800,000  for  bacon,  ham  and  hud;  $1  15,000  for  poultrv;  $200,000 
for  beef  and  mutton  ;  $335,000  for  oats;  $75,000  for  apples  ; 
$248,000  for  canned  fruits;  $148,000  for  hay,  and  many  other 
things  which  might  easily  be  produced  within  the  Province, 
thereby  giving  employment  and  furnishing  comfortable  livelihood 
to  a  large  number  of  individuals  and  families."
